Paris, Jan. I.—-The writers who re­ 
view' tile event;: of the year and in­ 
dulge in forecasts of the future unite 
in anticipating that 1907 w ill witness 
the most important developments in 
the continuation of the struggle which 
the 
French 
democracy 
is 
waging 
against the old regime. 
The end of 
clericalism 
with 
the separation 
of 
church and state, is an accomplished 
fact and no longer an Issue, although 
echoes of this conflict 
probably will 
be heard for a long time to come and 
the extreme Socialists are anxious to 
press the war against capitalism. Led 
by M. Jaures, the aim of the Social­ 
ists is distinctly the expropriation of 
property, 
but no one imagines 
that 
there will he a regime of pure Social­ 
ism in France. 
The 
Cleraenceau cabinet 
draws a 
sharp line at what is attainable, 
Pre­ 
mier Clemenceau has abandoned many 
of tho old ideas for the regeneration of 
the state on the Socialistic basis which 
he 
formerly 
entertained 
and 
now' 
stand firmly 
for the 
amelioration of 
the condition of the workingman. 
The cabinet stands 
committed to 
supplement the weekly rest day law 
and the employers’ liability act passed 
in 1905, with an eight-hour labor law, 
old age pensions, the gradual purchase 
of railroads by the state and the trans­ 
fer of the heaviest burdens of taxation 
upon the rich by Ute imposition of in­

The ma lor portion of the new year’s 
gift is to go to the permanent endow­ 
ment fund of the university, and for 
this purpose securities w ith a market 
value of $2,700,000 are provided. 
The 
remainder of the gift— $217,000— is to 
make up the year’s deficit, to provide 
for an increase in the 
salaries of in­ 
structors and to allow appropriations 
for various purposes. 
Tile $2,700,000 
addition to the endowment brings this 
fund to $10,452,616. 
Mr. Rockefeller’s provision for an

three months the resin has acquired a 
sufficient degree of consistency. 
It is 
gathered in large quantities and pack­ 
ed in goatskins. 
It Avas formerly be­ 
lieved that the trees which yielded 
frankincense were infested by winged 
serpents, and the only way to be rid 
of them ami to get at the treasure a c u s 
by burning gum styrax, an odorifer­ 
ous balsam of aromatic smell. 
Frank 
incense was forbidden to be used for 
embalming, tis it Avas sacred to sacri­ 
ficial purposes. 
The Israelites were 
strictly prohibited from compounding 
it. 
Now it is used largely In Roman 
Catholic and high church ceremonies.

l>e kept in the poultry yard more than 
four years, for after the lapse of this 
time they do not yield a proper return 
on the food they consume.
